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OPINION 725 


SPONDYLIASP1D1NAE SCHWARZ, 1898 (INSECTA, HEM1PTERA): 

STABILISED IN ITS ACCUSTOMED USAGE 

RULING.—(1) It is hereby ruled that Schwarz (1898) is to be deemed to 
have correctly identified the genus Spondyliaspis Signoret, 1879, in establishing 
his subfamily spondyliaspidinae. 

(2) The family-group name spondyliaspidinae (correction of spondyli- 
aspinae) Schwarz, 1898 (type-genus Spondyliaspis Signoret, 1879) is hereby 
placed on the Official List of Family-Group Names in Zoology with the Name 
Number 387. 

(3) The following generic names are hereby placed on the Official List of 
Generic Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers specified.: 

(a) Spondyliaspis Signoret, 1879 (gender : feminine), type-species, by desig¬ 

nation by Taylor, 1960, Spondyliaspis bancrofti Signoret, 1879 (Name 

No. 1663); 

(b) Glycaspis Taylor, 1960 (gender : feminine), type-species, by original 

designation, Aphalara flavilabris Froggatt, 1903 (Name No. 1664); 

(c) Cardiaspina Crawford, 1911 (gender : feminine), type-species, by original 

designation, Cardiaspis artifex Schwarz, 1898 (Name No. 1665). 

(4) The following specific names are hereby placed on the Official List of 
Specific Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers specified: 

(a ) bancrofti Signoret, 1879, as published-in the binomen Spondyliaspis 

bancrofti (type-species of Spondyliaspis Signoret, 1879) (Name No.

(d) plicatuloides Froggatt, 1900, as published in the binomen Cardiaspis 

plicatuloides (Name No. 2064); 

(e) eucalypti Dobson, 1851, as published in the binomen Psylla eucalypti 

(Name No. 2065). 

HISTORY OF THE CASE (Z.N.(S.) 1507) 

The present case was submitted to the office of the Commission by Dr. K. L. 
Taylor in November 1961. Dr. Taylor’s application was sent to the printer on 
6 December 1961 and was published on 10 September 1962 in Bull. zool. 
NomencL 19 : 315-316. The proposals were supported by Leonard D. Tuthill 
and Louise M. Russell. 
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On l July 1964 the Members of the Commission were invited to vote under 
the Three-Month Rule on Voting Paper (64)10 either for or against the proposals 
set out in Bull. zool. Nomencl. 19 : 316. At the close of the prescribed voting 
period on 1 October 1964 the state of the voting was as follows: 

Affirmative votes—twenty (20), received in the following order: China, 
Holthuis, Lemche, Bonnet, Binder, Boschma, Riley, Vokes, do Amaral, Uchida, 
Tortonese, Obruchev, Jaczewski, Evans, Sabrosky, Forest, Brinck, Mertens, 
Kraus, Hubbs. 

Negative votes—one (1): Ride. 

On Leave of Absence—one (1): Munroe. 

Voting Papers not returned—two (2): Borchsenius, Simpson. 

Commissioners Alvarado, Miller and Stoll returned late affirmative votes. 
Commissioner Mayr refrained from voting. 

The following comments were made by Commissioners in returning their 
votes: 

Prof. A. do Amaral (30.vii.64): “ My favourable vote is conditional on the 
amendment of spondyliaspinae as an original incorrect spelling. The stem of 
the second element of that compound being - aspid -, the correct subfamily name 
is SPONDYLIASP1DINAE ”. 

Prof. Ernst Mayr (20.viii.64): “ I prefer not to vote on this application since 
there is no doubt as to what species Schwarz (1898) considered as the type- 
species of the genus for which he established the family spondyliaspinae and 
since Taylor’s action in 1960 seems to have been at variance with Art. 61.” 

Dr. Carl L. Hubbs (1.x.64): “I rather suspect that the name should be 
spelled SPONDYLIASPIDINAE.”
